TRINITY. 

The  doctrine  of  tlie  holy  trinity  is  a  fatal  rock, 
on  which  tiiatiy  a  devoted  Ohrisiian  has  wrcckcil 
his  hopes,  and  floated  with  the  sliatiercd  Itark  down 
the  stream  of  time,  till  he  uliimalely  lainled  in  the 
dominions  of  infidelity.
